standing armies of other lands; and 
the comparison will be most effective 
if we make it not between the actual 
numbers of men in the armies, but 
between the proportions that they 
bear to the populations of their re- 
spective countries. 


In Germany, the rule has 
been 


that in time of peace the standing 
army shall be one per cent, of the 
population. Thus in 1875, when the 
population was about 
40,000,000, 


the army contained 
400,000 men. 


Now the population is 65,000,000, 
and the number of men in the army 
is about 650,000. 


The other military nations of the 


Continent have 
approximately the 


same standard, although some rise 
abo-\e and some fall below it. Thus 
France, with scarcely 40,000,000 in- 
habitants, has an army of about 600,- 
000, 
or one and a half per cent.; 


and Italy, with 
35,000,000 
people, 


has fewer than 300,000 soldiers, or 
eight-tenths of one per cent. 


Great Britain depends upon her 


fleet rather than upon her army; 
consequently 
the 
army 
is 
much 


smaller than the armies of other 
great European powers. 
The popu- 


lation of the United Kingdom 
is 


about 43,000,000, and the army, in- 
eluding that part of it which is kept 
in India, numbers about 250,000, or 
only a little more than one-half of 
one per cent.

STATEMENT OF

Washington, July S.—Declaring it 


would be unfair to regard the Demo- 
cratic party as tho enemy of big or 
little business, President Wilson to- 
day gave out a statement in support 
of Paul Warburg of New York and 
Thomas D. Jones of Chicago, his nom- 
inees for the federal reserve board. 


President Wilson's statement fol- 


lows: 


"It would be particlarly unfair to tlie 


Democratic party and to the Senate 
itself to .regard it as the enemy of 
business, big or little. I-am sure that 
it does not regard a man as an object 
"of suspicion merely because he 
has 


been connected with great 
business 


enterprises. It knows that the busi- 
ness of the country has fteen c-.hiefly 
promoted in recent years by 
enter- 


prises organized on a great scale and 
that the vast majority of the men 
connected with ^vhat we have come txp 
call big business are honest, incor- 
ruptible and patriotic. The country

couraged and honored, menever they 
respond without reserve to the call of 
public service.
